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Tenant’s Union Votes To Hold Fast 


RENT STRIKE 
STILL ON 


Wednesday evening, October 26th, the Hunters Point 
Tenant’s Union decided unanimously to stand upto the threats 
being made by the San Francisco Housing Authority. Mem- 
bers were determined to hold fast in their commitment to 
use the only tools they have at hand--their rent payments-- 
to try to bring an end to the slum conditions being per- 
petuated by the City of San Francisco in the Hunters Point 
Area, The members showed their willingness to face evic- 
tion, «‘before submitting to the Housing Authority policy of 
letting its rental units deteriorate until they become unlivable.’’ 


A Spokesman for the Tenant’s Union stated that «the 
San Francisco Housing Authority was acting like every slum 
landlord in History, allowing conditions to go deplorably bad 
in order to save money, then ignoring tenant’s complaints, 
and finally threatening overwhelming police-supported evic- 
tions if the protests do not stop. Sincere concern for the 
tenants as people and for the conditions in which they live, 
is always missing,” 


“The Tenant?s Union calls upon all residents to join 
in this fight to bring about decent safe and sanitary living 
conditions in Hunter’s Point public housing, Anyone wish- 
ing to become a member of the Tenant’s. Union is urged

Tenant Issues 


According to the San Francisco Tenant Issues Council 
(STIC), for over two years tenant groups in San Francisco 
have been fighting against the SF Housing Authority policies 
and ‘‘abuses,’’ ‘‘So far the Housing Authority has done very 
little or nothing about these and many other tenant problems.?? 
STCI therefore is calling on ALL city-wide Housing Authority 
tenants to join with the Hunters Point Tenant Union ina 
strike, starting November Ist, 

THE FOLLOWING IS*AN EXPLAINATION OF A RENT 
STRIKE; 

‘cA rent strike means that a tenant withholds his monthly 
rent from the Housing Authority until his grievances are 
satisfied. How does he hold his rent? A tenant group opens 
an account and deposits all rent money-in the group account 
(therefore, tenants still pay rent, but not to the Housing 
Authority, to the tenant trust fund which will be payed to the 
Housing Authority when grievances have been met), 


_ Do tenants have a right to go on a rent strike? When a 


landlord (Housing Authority in this case) fails in his legal 


responsibilities to the tenant, the tenant has a legal right 
to withhold his rent until the necessary improvements are 
made, How will this rent strike be effective in getting 
the things we want? If a big enough number of tenants join 
the rent strike, the Housing Authority will be forced to meet 
the demands of each tenant group.’’

San Francisco -- Look who is throwing their ««white Power?’ 
around, local TV Moderator Jim Dunbar in responding to 


a call from a Negro youth who said that he was violent because | 


it moved the whiteman, stated, ‘If I didn’t have what I have 
up here (pointing to his head), and here (pointing to his heart) 
you wouldn’t have a chance, buddy. 


San Francisco -- When will this mad circle end. The busi- 
hesses blame the unions and the unions blame business, 
and there still aren’t any jobs. Labor Council Secretary 
George Johns has again pointed the finger at business in 
his demand that the city and business officials start doing 
something to overcome Negro job problems here. 


Los Angeles -- Two Negroes have argued that since they 
were colonial subjects they were entitled to refuse to take 
up arms against other non-whites, and that the war in 
Vietnam was illegal. However, a Federal District Court_ 
argued against them, saying that they were challenging the 
right of the government to make war, and that there is no 
power in the court to challenge this. 


Berkeley -- The ‘‘Black Power’? rally slated for Saturday 
on the U, C, campus has been met with considerable opposi- 
tion from Attorney Don Warden’s Afro-American Student 
Union who charged that the seminar sponsored by Students 


for a Democratic Society is farcical, insidious, and politically 


oriented. 


San Francisco -- Local Negro groups -organize to defeat 
bond issues totaling $192 million for the airport and the 
muni, The groups charge that the airport discriminates in 


its hiring, and that there has been discrimination in appoint- 
ments on the Public Utility Commission. The general feeling 
is that there is nothing in either bond issue that specifically 
benefits the Negro. : 


Los Angeles -- Warning has come from a group called 
Californians Against Rightist Reaction (CARR) composed of 
sometime critics of Brown who are ‘deeply concerned about 
Ronald Reagan’s candidacy for governor’? and who believe 
«it is both possible and imperative to press Pat Brown back 
to better positions’’ on many issues, 

Among CARR’s leaders is William J, Williams, Negro 
leader and occasional critic of various actions by Brown, 
but who believes his election Nov. 8 is imperative. 

The Reagan candidacy, the CARR group feels, ‘‘is not a 
routine political phenomenon,’’ He is described as ‘the 
figurehead of the most reactionary individuals and groups 


in and out of the politics of the nation and California,”’ - 


It is further contended that the Reagan candidacy «will 
test whether the Right wing coalition of ultra-conservative 
Republicans, Birchers, anti-Semites, right to work advo- 
cates and racists can hang together long enough to elect 
their man to the top state post. 


San Francisco -- Assemblyman H, J, Thelin, Glendale 


Republican on Thursday announced his endorsement of | 
Governor Brown, saying that it «is vital to the future of | 


the Republican Party.” 
Though often opposed to the Governor on major issues 


in the past, he is ‘convinced’’ that Reagan’s candidacy has 


become the rallying point for ‘‘a conspiracy of powerful, 
well-financed forces dominated by extremist views.’’

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City Police & 
Firemen Rally | 


RALLY IN SUPPORT of Officer Alvin Johnson. 


Some 1,000 or more City 
Police and Firemen, along 
with members of their fam- 
ilies demonstrated outside 
City Hall in protest against 
treatment accorded them in 
certain sections of San Fran- 
cisco. 


The demonstration was or- 
ganized by James (Jim) 
Rouke, business agent of 
Teamsters Local 85 and 

_ chairman of the Police Com- 
mittee of the County Grand 
Jury. Many persons and 
groups, including trade un- 
ions were invited to take part 
in the demonstration. 


Rouke, stating that he was 
acting as an individual, said 


that the demonstrations had 


two main objectives: 


To protest ‘‘unjust suspen- 
sion” of Police Officer Al- 
vin Johnson, who triggered the 
Hunters Point disturbance 
when he shot a 16 year old 
youth fleeing from a suspected 
stolen car. 


To protest courtorders that 
have ‘“‘tied the hands’ of po- 
lice officers trying to main- 
tain law and order, 


Supervisor Terry Francois 
vowed he would resign from 
the board if the turnout looked 
as if it represented San Fran- 
cisco’s true sentiment re- 
garding race relations. 
Francois had announced 
earlier in the week that he 


would resign because of the 
deteriorating race relations 
in San Francisco. He criti- 
cized the police department 
later, adding that Negro of- 
ficers have told him that there 
was an attitude of “John 
Birchism’? dominant among 
white officers. 


Sergeant Lee Marelli, pres- 
ident of the San Francisco 
Police Officers Association 
said that the 400 to 500 off- 
duty policement and members 
of their families who attended 
the demonstration were call- 
ing to the attention of the 
public, the treatment accorded 
police while doing:their job at 
Hunters Point, the Fillmore, 
and the Tenderloin. 


Fire Chief William Murry 
noted that 14 pieces of equip- 
ment were damaged and 27 
firemen were injured during 
the first night of the disturb- 
ance a month ago. 


The Fire Chief stated that 
the rock throwing is some- 
thing to be concerned about 
and that it was only a matter 
of time before the firemen 
would start throwing rocks 
back, which could really re- 
sult in real trouble. 


Francois termed the rally 
held by Police and Firemen, 
“thinly disguised racism’’. He 
further stated that if we are 
not careful, we may see arace 
war right here in San Fran- 
cisco. 


‘I Was There’ 


@ arrived in the courtroom 
at approximately . 9:15 a.m. 
Thursday morning, October 
20th to give testimony regard- 
ing the slaying of Matthew 
Johnson, The inquiry was con- 
ducted by Coroner Turkel who 
questioned all witnesses with- 
out cross examination. 

Some witnesses testified 
that Officer Johnson took aim 
with great care to bring Mat- 
thew down with a bullet, but 
Officer Johnson stated that he 

: only meant to scare Matthew. 
Most people present hardly 
concerned themselves with the 
question of innocence or guilt 
but more or less came to ob- 
serve to what degree Negro 
witnesSes would identify with 

* their sterotype of the past. 

-» Although , they were: disap- 


pointed to some exteni, many 
got their revenge by failing to 
enact justice on the case in 
question, ‘ 

After the inquest, most peo- 
ple milled around the lobby de- 
lighting themselves with the 
new image of the Negro at 
the expense of one, Matthew 
Johnson. One lawyer stated 
that this inquest was conduc- 
ted much more intelligently 
than the Deadwyler Case. An- 
other man pointed out that the 
group from E.0O.C. was ac- 
quiring a state of prominence 
with their intellect. 

So once again the beast of 
human sacrifice licked his paw 
in the satisfaction of a good 
blood cocktail. ‘‘Black mans 
blood.’’

A coroner’s jury of nine 
voted a verdict of “‘excusable 
homocide’’ for Alvin Johnson, 
police officer who killed Mat- 
thew Johnson, a 16 year old 
youth, while fleeing from a 
suspect stolen vehicle. 

The jury of nine members 
consisted of one Negro, Ac- 
cording to many sympathetic 
spectators at the hearing, the 
fact that there was only one 
Negro on the jury and the way 
the hearing was proceeding, 
the verdict was evident before 
it was even announced, 

Before the hearing started, 
coroner Henry Turke made it 
clear that the hearing was not 
a trial. There was no plain- 
tiff, no defendent, and no one 
was charged with anything. 
The. jury was merely to es- 
tablish the cause of Matthew 
Johnson’s death and determine 
whether a crime had been 
committed. 

The first witness to take 
the stand was Alvin Johnson, 
51 year old officer accused 
of killing Matthew Johnson. 
Johnson stated that until the 
time of the recent shooting he 
had not had the occasion of 
having to shoot or shoot at 
anyone in his 24 years of ser- 
vice on the police force, not 
even a warning shot. 

Johnson stated that he saw 
two Negro males, nearly 6 
feet tall running away from a 
car that he presumed to have 
been stalled on Griffith Street. 
He stated, ‘“‘From the way the 
car was parked, I could not 
pass. The door was open. When 
I went to see what was wrong, 
the two boys ran. In my years 
of experience as a policeman 
I’ve learned that whenever 
you tell someone to hold it 
and they don’t stop, something 
is wrong. This is what made 
me suspect that the car had 
been stolen.” The car was 
some four hours later 
reported stolen. 

When the occupants did not 
stop Johnson stated that he 
took his gun out and pointed 
it at them. They looked at 
each other and ran. ‘‘I could 
have shot them both then, if 
I wanted to,’? said Johnson. 

Shots Fired 

There was some dis- 
crepancy as tohow many shots 
were fired according to John- 
son’s testimony and of the 21 
other witnesses that testified 
at the hearing. 

Johnson stated that after 
one of the fleeing youth dis- 
appeared he continued to pur- 
sue the second youth. After he 
could not apprehend the youth. 
he then took out his revolver 
and fired four warning shots 
and the doy disappeared over 
the rise of the hill. ‘‘When 
I came to the rise where the 
boy had fallen I expected to 
see anything but what I saw-- 
a boy lying face down with 
blood running from his 
mouth... .” 

By that time Louise Wil- 
liams, a registered nurse with 
the Health Screening and Re- 
ferral Program, came over to 
try and revive the boy, but 
to no avail. She then voiced, 
“*You’ve killed him, why did 
you have to do that.” 


Free 


She later apologized. 


Of the other witnesses who 
testified at the hearing, some 
said they heard three shots, 
some heard 4 shots and some 
testified they heard as many 


.as 5 shots fired. No one could 


be sure. 


Although there was some 
discrepancy as to how many 
shots were fired, it. had no 
effect on the hearing. 

Matthew Johnson, Sr. and 
Eula Johnson, the parents of 
the slain youth also testified 
at the hearing. Their testi- 
mony was primarily used to 
establish the identity of the 
youth. Both testified that young 
Matthew had no physical de- 
fects of hearing or seeing. 
Mrs. Johnson stated, ‘‘Inever 
had to yell to get his atten- 
tion,’’ 


Spectators Rejoice 
When Coroner Turke an- 
nounced the decision of the 
jury of ‘excusable homo- 
cide’’, there were spectators 


-who were extremely happy 


when the decision was an- 
nounced. They applauded 
similar to the applaud that 
one would get after a great 
oratory presentation from one 
of the great speakers of our 
time. 
Civil Action 

Los Angeles Attorney John 
Lee Cochrane Jr., represent- 
ing the slain boy’s mother, 
said after the verdict that 
“There may be a civil ac- 
tion” brought against the po- 
lice officer and the city of 
San Francisco. Attorneys for 
the boy’s father may consider 
similar action, they said. 


Later in the afternoon, three 
members of a newly formed 
‘Concerned Citizens Com- 
mittee’, led by 27 year old 
Charles McClinton of 1981 


_ McAllister Street, demanded 


of District Attorney John J. 
Ferdon that charges of crim- 
inal negligence and derelic- 
tion of duty be preferred 
against Officer Johnson. 


Ferdon refused to prefer 
charges because the Cor- 
‘oner’s jury verdict was final. 
McClinton then said his group 
would circulate petitions de- 
manding that Johnson be tried. 
He said he would also attempt 
to force Ferdon’s resignation.

New Boy’s Club 


A new Boy’s Club called 
the ‘‘SPARAGINS’”’ has been 
formed in the Alice Griffith 
Poverty Area. 

According to Mrs. Moese 
Curry, Intake and Referral 
Aide, in the District Office 
at Alice Griffith, the boys 
had been around her house 
visiting her son who is about 
the same age of the boys, 
practically every day. 


The boys ranging in ages. 


from 15 thru 18 years old 
took it upon themselves to 
organize a boy’s club. Since 
there was very little to oc- 
cupy their time, the boys felt 
that by organizing themselves 
into a club such as this one, 
they could be of some ser- 
vice both to themselves and 
to the community, 

Mrs. Curry stated that the 


club plans to participate in 


different community activi- 


ties such as knocking on doors 


of residents and informing 
them of various community af- 
fairs that would be of inter- 
est. The boys would also be 
contacting some of the younger 
boys in the area in order to 
possibly bring them together 
so that they may utilize their 
leisure time in a more con- 
structive manner. The club 
will be doing this strictly on 
a voluntary basis.

Now that about thirty days have elapsed since the 
initial outbreaks of violence and destruction in the Hunters 
Point area I find myself searching to find a substantive 
change, but all signs point to no change. And the enemy 
is beginning to make his presence felt! 


The Serpent 

The serpent called white back lash sticks his red 
neck. up at the ember horizon in the midst of smoldering 
wastelands in frustrated and lost Negro communites, then 
threatens to spit fire. He has come from his cave, His 
presence was instantly felt at a rally held on the steps of 
the City Hall where anti Negro Teamsters, policemen, and 
firemen, and Birchers gathered in the hundreds to support 
the policeman that had slain the 16 year old youth, and 
touched off the acts of violence throughout the city, chanting 
racist slogans and demanding greater police power they 
jeered those who spoke in sympathy to the ills of Hunters 
Point and like communities, Following this they were 
honored with the presence of their unsung hero George 
Lincoln Rockwell, American Nazi Party demagogue, 


Negro ‘‘Conservative’’ Sees the Light 

Terry Francois a hand picked Negro Supervisor was so 
moved by the demonstration that he reacted by immediately 
announcing that he would resign his position as Supervisor 
for it seemed that the very people he had supported down 
the line were showing that they had no feelings for him 
or any other Negro except that of hostility, and hate, 
Often called an ‘‘Uncle Tom’? by many Negroes, Francois 
stated that he had no idea that such feelings existed in the 
city’s police and fire department. He termed the rally 
as ‘thinly disguised racism,’’ 


The Feelings Of Whites 

The more you look around it becomes obvious that the 
feelings of whites are mixed. Some emphasize prevention 
against outbreaks by treating the ill, but most emphasize 
greater protection by greater police power. Though gen- 
erally conceded by whites that acts of violence and hostility 
are doing nothing but hurting the Negroes’ cause in civil 
rights aftermath facts continually indicate that along with 
the white backlash other whites respond with more jobs, 
and more money. 

It?s obvious that in some whites that there has been 
at least a change of attitude, but what this really means I 
don’t know, and this I believe is thefeeling of most Negroes, 
because attitudes mean nothing unless they manifest inhuman 
relations, Results. are what the Negro community needs, 
a change in educational, employment, and housing conditions, 
The promise is not enough, and the threat of the white 
backlash serpent throws fuel into a simmering ‘flame’’, 
as Negro communities tensively fight for the change.

eee Reflections == 
Union vs. Youth? 


After reading of the union’s magnanimous desire to par- 
ticipate, wholeheartedly, in resolving the employment prob- 
lems here in San Francisco, my thoughts returned to July 
of this year, 

During the course of the Summer Youth Program, we 
were fortunate in placing some young people at the Hunters 
Point Co-op. They were working four hours a day as stock 
clerks, and were being paid by FEDERAL FUNDS; this is 
most important to know...,..the Co-op was NOT PAYINGONE 
CENT IN WAGES TO THESE YOUNG PEOPLE!!! 

The youths were enjoying their job....learning what the 
employment world was,...and, in general, were contributing 
to their community as fine young citizens, 

This is where most stories should end; however, this 
is where ours begins!!! 

The eagle-eyed business agent for the Retail Clerks 
Union, who are. the bargaining (?) agents for the Co-op, 
having nothing better to do one day, wandered onto the scene 
at Co-op, He immediately realized that these young people’s 
presence represented a threat to the entire union structure 
of San Francisco. Not only that........but by being non-union 
members and working in a union store, they were not con- 
tributing their fair share to the Union Welfare Fund. It could 
be that these young people, because of this, did present a 
threat to the union, 

Or, it could be that Mr. Sabin realized the potential 
threat these young people posed to his position as Business 
Agent. Who knows,,....one of them might decide to stay in 
this line of employment......go to college and, in fifteen or 
twenty years take Mr. Sabin’s job away from him......Lord 


Or, IT COULD BE that Mr. Sabin, along with his office 
cohorts, have removed themselves from the plateau of the 
little man, Maybe they have become so obstinate, hard- 
nosed and otherwise indisposed to the needs of the individual, 
they could care less!!!! IT JUST COULD BE, YOU KNOW!!! 

Phil Kay and myself journeyed to the Union’s innter- 
sanctum on Mission Street, feeling that we could reason 
with them........believing that the problem was only a mis- 
understanding and could easily be rectified. We were never 
farther from the truth, 

The President of the local permitted us to enter his 
royal chambers; but not before informing us that no amount 
of talking could change their decision about the presence of 
the youth at the Co-op,...they had to be removed, Nonethe- 
less, we decided to give it a try!! 

We pleaded with them, urging them to reconsider. We 
offered to go before their union membership with the prob- 
lem and seek permission to keep the young people on the 
job......we explained to them that the job was only temporary 
seeeesthat the Co-op was paying no salary to the young people 
and that it was, for many of them, their first real job, 

The president of the local could have cared less; 
however, he was most subtle......he stated that the Union 
DIDN’T REALLY WANT THE YOUTH REMOVED; all they 
desired was that they be paid scale wages; EVEN THOUGH 
THE CO-OP DID NOT CONTRIBUTE ONE CENT IN WAGES, 
We then asked him what would happen if the young people 
stayed anyway, and he informed us that the store would be 
subject to a penalty for violation of contract!!! 

It all boiled down to one thing,.,...These individuals had 
made up their minds that the Co-op had to bow down to 
their demands come Hell 

in closing, | have only this to: say to those union of. 
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MORE WHITE BACKLASH, only this time by way of in- 
vestigating Negro uprising in ghettos, the House Un- 
American Activities Committee has begun its drive against 
the civil rights movement. HUAC states that «‘there is 
already public evidence that subversive elements are at 
work in this area,’’ (Must have been reading Reagan’s 
poll lead.) As usual they are expected to subpoena another 
league of innocent Americans to be intimidated, threatened 
and mainly ruined through HUAC, It’s strange that we main- 
tain such a legal entity around to represent right-wingers 
in carrying on the hitlerian tradition in this country... 

Somewhere around $60 thousand is the annual salaries

Having talked with the 
prople in the community, Iam 
constantly nagged by the 
degree of apprehension I en- 
counter concerning the E,0,C, 
Most people certainly saw the 
answer to their problem with- 
in the framework of economics 
and for this reason, I was 
probably an interesting guest 
to talk to, But no matter-what 
I said regarding the E,0.C,, 
those three letters constituted 
“poverty program’? which is 
something to be suspicious of, 


The three groups of people 
with whom I talked were 
Negroes, Mexicans and 
Samoans, With each group, 
certainly we identify our- 
Selves as being poor but pov- 
erty is another word, With 
Negroes and Mexicans, eco- 
homics is a ‘white man’s game 
therefore Negroes who inter- 
view them could hardly give 
them the answer to their eco- 
homic problems, But failure 
is so apparent on the part of 
whites, listening to the Negro 
could do little more harm, 
With Samoans, economics is 
an American’s game and an 
American is anybody who 
walks this soil with or with- 
out accent, 


Should weask ourselves why 
are people suspicious of a 
poverty program yet, money 
is the key to all doors; then 
we entangle ourselves in a 


Community 


mass of philosophic explana- 
tion, First of all, let’s under- 
stand that life is adecumented 
item for poor people as well 
as rich, for black people as 
well as whites, and in most 
cases it is essential that the 
guide lines of the document be 
followed, 


Most politicians who con- 
cern themselves with the 
Negro problem after one look 
at the community, excuse 
themselves with such state- 
ments as ‘‘the problem can’t 
be solved overnight’’, imply- 
ing that the problem of being 
poor has been thoroughly ex- 
plained in the Bible and time 
is the only answer, Contem- 
porary writers see the com- 
munity as being sexy, violent 
and therefore, culturally sec- 
ond rate, 


These two views serve to 
justify the attitude of labor and 
design the plight of the com- 
munity, Under the stress of 
these guidelines, the com- 
munity is required to express 
its worth in vanity. Therefore, 
poverty is out of the question, 
Instinctively the community 
rebels against this program 
because it strikes at the heart 
of their identity. Is this the 
greatest weapon in the white 
arsenal? ‘*Money does talk,’ 
how can I see the poverty 
program as restoration to hu- 
man dignity?

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Employment Preference 


A resolution petitioning the Federal Government to re- 
quire contractors who have been awarded Federal and Fed- 
erally-assisted contracts to give employment preference to 
local residents, to increase apprenticeship programs, to 
allow training programs as an allowable cost item in con- 
tract specifications was passed at the recent meeting of 
the GENERAL & SPECIALTY CONTRACTORS ASSOCIATION, 
INC, 

- Ray Dones, President of the newly formed group said, 
‘*The action of our Association is consistent with the letter 


and spirit of the President’s executive order 11246 to assure ~ 


full realization of equal employment opportunity as a part 
of required affirmative action.’’ ‘‘We believe our petition- 
ing is reasonable and just, and that the Federal Govern- 
‘ment, as it has done in the past; must take the leadership 
in making equal employment opportunity a meaningful real- 
ity’’, Dones added. 

The GENERAL & SPECIALTY CONTRACTORS ASSOCIA- 
TION, INC, is a non-profit corporation organized to amass 
the building trades skills of its members to represent every 
phase of the building industry. Dones did not hesitate to 
point out that although most of the membership at the pres- 
ent time is composed of minority group General and Spec- 
ialty Contractors, membership is open to all who wish to 
participate and who are interested in our goals. He said, 
‘To do otherwise would certainly defeat the highest ideal 
of our society which is equal opportunity for all.” 

The purpose of the Association is to provide technical, 
and professional services in negotiating, obtaining, and ser- 
vicing construction industry contracts. It will seek Federal, 
State, and local construction contracts and other agree- 
ments for services or for training for which these small 
businessmen have heretofore been unable to compete. 

Special emphasis will be given to obtaining contracts from 
private sources such as Religious Groups, Commercial Or- 
ganizations, Homeowners, and, as Dones puts it, ‘‘We are 
builders of today for tomorrow - no job is too small or too 
large.

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The Challenge of 
Black Power 


Black Power Day has as its major purpose orienting 
white students toward work in the white community. We 
believe, as does the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Com- 
mittee, that the source of\racism is in that community. 
As a predominantly white group we feel it is our obligation 
to confront this racism. 

SDS is prepared to work in two ways in the white com- 
munity. We believe that the white middle-class must be 
made to confront the gap between its professed belief in 
American ideals and the reality of its segregated exis- 
tence. We propose to talk with white middle-class people 
in churches, community groups, professional associations 
and in every other place where we can find an audience 
with them. 

With the white poor and working people we believe that 
organizatién for power is essential, Just as black people 
in cities and counties across the nation must organize 
themselves so that they can deal effectively with the prob- 
lems, unemployment, police brutality, and other issues, so 
must poor white and working people organize themselves 
to deal with these issues, 

ORGANIZING POOR WHITES 

In Chicago, SDS organizers are working with Appala- 
chian migrants so that they can begin to deal with the prob- 
lems confronting their lives. These SDS organizers have 
found that poor whites have many of the same problems as 
poor blacks. And, while they do not suffer from the racism 
which blacks-must confront, at the same time they do not 
feel themselves to be a part of a great social movement 
for justice as blacks increasingly feel themselves to be. 

SDS organizers in Chicago have found that poor whites 
are not neccessarily the worst racists in the white community. 
_The Appalachian migrants with whom we work now see 
meaning in the old Populist slogan ‘‘race has kept us both 
in poverty.’’ Black and white welfare recipients now march 
together in opposition to the dehumanizing practices of the 
Cook County Welfare Department. Black and white low- 
income tenants now hold joint meetings to discuss the strat- 
egies and tactics of mass rent strikes against rat-infested 
housing. 

WHITE STUDENTS AND BLACK STUDENTS 

We are deeply disturbed at the fact that some black 
students at the University of California have not under- 
stood our purpose in organizing Black Power Day. We 
hope in the weeks and months ahead to show by our deeds 
as well as by our words that it is not our intention to 
organize or speak for blacks, RATHER, IT IS OUR IN- 
TENTION TO SPEAK TO THE WHITE COMMUNITY-- 
AND WE BELIEVE THAT WE MUST HEAR FROM THE 
LEADING SPOKESMAN FOR BLACK POWER, IF WE ARE 
INTELLIGENTLY TO REFLECT THAT POSITION IN OUR 
DISCUSSION WITH WHITES, 

BROWN, REAGAN AND RACISM 

However, we must deplore the fact that Black Power 
Day has become a political football used by the candidates 
of both major political parties for Governor, Neither the 
actor nor the bufoon is willing to confront the facts of ra- 
cism in America. It is not black people who control the 
jobs; it is the white power structure. It is not black people 
who are doing the killing; it is white policeman. It is not 
blacks who are discriminating in unions; it is trade union- 
ists who refuse to understand the fact that race has been 
traditionally used to weaken the trade union movement. 
It is not black people who make and drop naplam bombs; 
it is a nation that is supposed to be the bearer a the great 
humanist traditions of western society. 

Ronald Reagan and Edmund G. Brown have allowed the 
racists to define the character of the political campaign 
in California. We refuse to define our program in this way. 
We call upon Brown and Reagan to disassociate themselves 
from such things as the Nazi rally in San Francisco, We 
demand that our right to hear, discuss and make decisions 
at the University of California be defended. Black Power 
Day has become a symbol. It asks of the State two ques- 
tions: will racism in California be repudiated and will the 
freedom of the University be guaranteed and protected 
rather than curtailed in the face of right wing threats,

LETTERS TOTHE EDITOR 


In light of a recent ‘‘analy- 
sis’’ of the Summer Youth 
Program by Mr, Darnell 
Moore, who was a Team 
Leader, I feel compelled to 
reply to some of his 
statements! 3 

I must admit that he does 
offer some rather interesting 
remarks . . . Remarks that I 
feel must be substantiated. 
And, if Mr. Moore can.do so, 
I am sure that many partici- 
pants would be interested, If 
he cannot do so, then I feel 
that they will be just as 
interested, 

For instance .... Mr. 
Moore stated that some of the 
youngsters acted as ‘watch 
dogs’? for their leaders while 
they carried out unlawful 
practices, Inother words, Mr, 
Moore is calling some Team 
Leaders crooks and their team 
members accessories to a 
crime, by acting aslook-outs! 

This is a very damaging and 
severe statement to make, By 
accusing some participants, 
Mr. Moore has indictedall... 
And by his unproven accusa- 
tions, he has given more 
ammunition to those ‘‘poisen 
pen’’ individuals who continue 
to write vilifications to their 
daily newspapers, 

Somehow, I have always had 
a higher opinion of the young 
people at Hunters Point, and 
to accuse any of them of 


criminal actions without proof 
is despicable, 

Mr. Moore also states that 
many participants rode around 
in cars with their «so-called 
Supervisors.”” Imust concede 
this point to Mr. Moore, be- 
cause I realize that he has 
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first hand knowledge, I sought 
to find Mr. Moore on several 
occasions and was always in- 
formed that he had “JUST 
DRIVEN OFF WITH HIS 
SUPERVISOR,” 

Mr. Moore also stated that 
the parents never really heard 
from the leaders and super- 
visors, This is also very true, 
We did send out questionnaires 
to parents and we also 
attempted to have two parents 
meetings, Iamsorrytoreport 
that the attendance at these 
meetings was quite low. I 
MIGHT POINT OUT THAT 
MR. MOORE DID NOT 
ATTEND EITHER OF THESE 
MEETINGS WITH THE PAR- 
ENTS, so his sudden concern 
is most unexpected but 
welcomed, 

Again, Mr. Moore takes 
exception to the statement that 
Hunters Point did not supply 
qualified people. Mr. Moore 
feels that they did not, or at 
least that seems to be his 
personal observation, 

I would like for Mr. Moore 
to examine all of the letters 
received from grateful and 
interested employers who 
supervised youth from 
Hunters Point this past sum- 
mer, They were letters of 
appreciation and interest, Mr. 
Moore is welcome toreturnto 
Hunters Point from his home 
in Texas and look over these 
letters, 

On other points, Mr. Moore 
expresses disbelief that these 
young people were able to 
cope with outside areas, I 
must point out that many of 
these youth held jobs for the 
first time in their lives; and 


that by and large these jobs 
WERE OUTSIDE HUNTERS 
POINT!! . Many individuals 
stated that they could not do 
it, but they did! We had 
young people working in law 
firms on Market St.; young 
people working in churches 
and in a radio station, The 
young man who worked in the 
radio station DID COMMER- 
CIALS AND STATION 
BREAKS, He performed his 
job so well that he was able 
to apply for and receive his 
commercial radio operator’s 
license . . . his name is 
Nathanal Shine and he is 16 
years old. If Mr. Moore con- 
tinues to discredit these young 
people, he should be prepared 
to back up his remarks with 
proof, JI must say that not 
everyone was able to per- 
form to their full potential, 
but they will if given other 
chances, So why must the 
majority be condemned be- 
cause a few did not reach 
their peak the first time 
around? 

I will agree with Mr. Moore 
when he states that many Team 
Leaders did not perform the 
best they could. [’m sure 
that Mr. Moore will be the 
first to admit that he didn’t 
do the best that he could at 
all times, NEITHER DID I! 
Very few individuals perform 
at their peak all of the time, 
But let’s blame ourselves; not 
the young people!

What young people often don’t realize on time 
is ‘that by satisfying their sex urges even once, without 


protecting themselves, they are taking the risk of making- 


a baby. 

If we were horses or cows that give birth to little ones 
that can take care of themselves a few hours after birth, 
it would be very different. But our ways of living are com- 
plicated and we must have children cared for, educated, 
clothed and taught how to become grown-ups. This takes 
many years in the lives of parents.

Dear Mrs, Williams, : 

How .do you tell if you’re pregnant? And if lam, what 
can I do so I won’t have a baby? Please answer me soon 
because I am worried. XYZ 
Dear XYZ: 

If you have had sex relations and not used any protec- 
tion (contraceptives, as they are called) and your period 
is two or three weeks overdue, you might be pregnant. 
You, yourself, can’t be sure until you have missed the 
second menstrual period and begin to have other signs like 
morning sickess and tenderness of the breasts. There are 


‘tests for pregnancy that can be given by a doctor, however, 


that can tell much sooner. Ihave lists of where you can get 
these tests. Once you’re pregnant, you’re pregnant. You 
can only prevent it by using a good birth control method. 
Planned Parenthood can instruct you, explain all the methods 
to you and help you to decide how you will protect your- 
self. Of course a man can use a sheath or condom and that 
(if properly used) is a good contraceptive too, 

Women sometimes try to get rid of the fetus (the un- 
born baby) through abortions. There are all sorts of ideas 
«bout how to end a pregnancy. There are well-meaning 
people who will tell you tales about medicines, herbs, vio- 
lent exercise, and poking a sharp instrument into your- 
self. These are worthless or exceedingly dangerous and 
should not be tried. 

Therefore, if you discover that you are pregnant, the 
wisest thing to do is, first, to get the best possible care 
for yourself and for your baby now. I can advise you about 
getting medical help, about attending classes if you’re 
still in school so that you won’t lose out in school work, 
and best of all, you will have the opportunity to talk with 
someone who cares what happens to you and to your baby. 
Then if you go to the Planned Parenthood six weeks after 
your baby comes, you can feel assured that in the future 
you won’t have a baby unless you want one.

Dear Mrs. W. oe 

Let me make two suggestions: first, have a regular 
time of day for taking the pill, so that it becomes-part of 
the day’s work just like getting up in the morning, or 
combing your hair, Secondly, if you should forget it for 
a day or so during-the cycle you should use another method 
of birthcontrol along with the pills for the rest of the cycle, 
You should use the foam or -your husband could use a 


condom. Just be sure that you always have another method 
handy--in case, :
